Forget your trig and history for the 
moment and take a look at one post- 
war world which really lives up to your 
fondest expectations— the world of Sus- 
quehanna University's football team. 

After a lapse of four years, due to 
the war and man-power shortage, the 
grldh'on game has returned to our 
campus. With its revival, the capable 
and worthy mentor— Amos Alonzo 
Stagg, Jr., is back on the job. Assist- 
ing Stagg is the versatile Johnny Zu- 
b.ick, who performs the duties of line 
coach. Zuback, a native of Trafford, 
was the captain and fullback of the 
1942 Susquehanna team. 

The coaching staff is very optimistic 
regarding this year's edition of the S. 
U. Crusaders, and among the boys who 
are in the know, the team is classed in 
finer terms as a "dark horse." It is a 
somewhat different situation that arises 
this autumn. Approximately forty men 
comprise the squad, the majority of 
whom have never been exposed to col- 
lege football. The experience they have 
gained has been in high or prep school 
football. / 

The bright spot of the situation is 
the fact that most of the candidates 
are ex-servicemen who are more ma- 
ture and more capable of holding up 
under the rough-house pace, which is 
in store for them' on the coming Sat- 
urday afternoons. PamiUar faces, all 
former players at Susquehanna, and 
whose names will be seen in the line- 
up, are the veterans: Eve Zlock, ap- 
pointed captain and fullback; Vic 
Alessi, watch-charm guard; Burleigh 
Peters, swivel-hipped scatback of the 
1942 team. These men are the nu- 
cleus around which the current 1946 
aggregation will be molded. 

-—-The team on the whole will be han- 
dicapped in the early games, due to 
numerous causes, namely— that the 
Stagg system is new to most of the 
squad, the short duiation of condition- 
ing and training is not sufficient to ob- 
tain the best results, and minor in- 
juries have sidelined some of the men. 

Tlie line is fast developing, and the 
experience of a few games under their 
belts should be the deciding factor in 
later engagements. The opposing backs 
will find this line a matter to be reck- 
oned with. The one drawback in the 
forv/ard wall at the present time is the 
lack of qualified reserves. This will be 
remedied by hard work in future prac- 
tice sessions. 

The backfield is the key to the suc- 
cess or mediocrity of the team. Should 
Stagg uncover a competent passer and 
punter, the questionable aspect of just 
a fair or a really good team will be 
solved. The backs are of the scooter 
variety, light and shifty, with plenty of 
class and highly capable of carrying the 
pigskin. 

We predict that the first post-war 
football team to represent Susquehanna 
will, by mid-season, be a rough, tough, 
and nasty opponent for each and every 
one of its rivals.

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Crusaders Massacre 
Juniata Indians, 9-0 



Flashing the winning form that de- 
feated CCNY but seemed lacking in 
their last two games, Susquehanna's 
Crusaders defeated a highly favored 
Juniata eleven 9 to at College Field 
before 4,000 disappointed Juniata 
Homecoming fans. 

Susquehanna was completely at ease 
in notching their second victory of the 
year as a somewhat muddy field caused 
both sides to slip on numerous oc- 
casions. The Crusaders' line play was 
superb as they held the Indians of 
Huntingdon to a net yardage gained 
on rushing of one yard which tells the 
story of just how efficiently the Cru- 
sader forward wall was operating. 

As has been their custom in past 
games, Susquehanna scored early. In 
the first quarter after a boot by Pee- 
Wee Aurand had set back Juniata to 
their own 20. Bill Sherry fumbled, and 
the ever hustling Eve Zlock recovered 
for the Crusaders. On fourth down, 
Zlock started on what looked to be a 
right end run as he dashed completely 
acrosf the field but suddenly stopped 
and threw a long pass across the fl.eld 
to .Tim Peters, who caught it on the 
iivc and dodged over for the score. 
The play covered only twenty yards but 
the pass across the field went for about 
40 yards. Don Wissinger came into 
the game to make the extra point. 

Early in the second quarter, S. U. 
missed a chance to score when Earl 
Bernstine pitched what looked like 
a touchdown pass to Johnny Ritz who 
had it in his hands but it was just a 
little too hot to handle and it dropped 
out of his fingers, incomplete.

The following facts concerning the 
candidates for Lieutenant Governor of 
Pennsylvania and for Secretary of In- 
ternal Affairs are presented so that 
the student voters of SU may have a 
I brief knowledge about the candidates 
when they go to the polls next Tuesday, 
November 5. 

I DANIEL B. STRICKLER, the Re- 
j publican candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor of Pennsylvania, is in keep- 
ing with the present policy of both 
major parties to name former service 
;men as candidates for office in order 
;to poll the vote of the veterans. Hav- 
ing fought in World War I and II, he 
holds the rank of Brigadier General. 
An attorney since 1923. he has prac- 
ticed law before all Pennsylvania courts 
and the United States Supreme Court. 
He served as special counsel ' for the 
Commonwealth from 1928 to 1930 and 
I served one term in the State Legis- 
lature. His political policy is that of 
severe criticism of the New Deal. 

JOHN H. DENT, Democratic candi- 
date for Lieutenant Governor of Penn- 
Isylvania, is the present floor leader of 
jthe Democrats in the Senate. He has 
{been in the Senate since 1934 after 
having one term as a member of the 
State House of Representatives. He 
is a member of the Interstate Com- 
mission of the State Government, Joint 
State Government Commission, and 
Aeronautics Commission. He is con- 
sidered a liberal by his party and is 
experienced in social and labor legis- 
lation.

We noticed 
with some surprise and must admit to 
you, the reader, that tho.se people who 
are opposed to hazing declined to have 
tlieir names appear, or to have their 
statements published. Why this hesi- 
tancy?

^. Ko wnrld-chnnging action will follow 
the reading of this editorial; in fact, 
no immediate action in line with the 
proposals to be advanced is possible. 
Nevertheless, these few lines .suit the 
times and are necessary. 

Are all Susquehannans taking an ac- 
tive part in their various class elec- 
tions? Are they extended adequate 
opportunity to participate? Are elec- 
tions held in such manner as to arouse 
enough enthusiasm among the stu- 
dents to malce them want to partici- 
pate — or is there a better way of hold- 
ing class elections? 

In the first place, Susquehannans as 
a group are not participating In elec- 
tions. Upon being questioned, several 
members of different classes admitted 
that they didn't vote in their elec- 
tions because they were ignorant of the 
fact that elections were to be held! 
From this startling fact can be deduced 
the possibility that notice of the elec- 
tions is not given often enough and 
early enough for the information to 
reach all the students concerned before 
the elections take place, 

Secondly, various students have 
charged that frequently fraternities and 
sororities attempt to monopoUze elec- 
tions by nominating themselves to im- 
portant offices and quickly closing the 
floor from further nominations, thus 
"high-pressuring" themselves into con- 
trolling class offices. This "high-pres- 
sure" p'ccedure has been observed and 
commented on by both fraternity men 
and non-fraternity men, by both sor- 
ority women and non-sorority women, 
and by both resident and non-resident 
students. If these people observed ac- 
curately, Susquehannans are not given

Finally, class elections are disposed of 

too quickly ta arouse enough enthusi- 
asm among the students concerned to 
make them want to help decide who 
;hall administer the a-fl"airs of tiieir 
classes. A meeting is called; the few 
who know attend it. Nominations are 
made; the elections are held— all in no 
more than fifteen' to thirty minutes 
time. The fact that students may not 
know— indeed, havo not had a chancr- 
to knov/ the varou<v nominees i.s not 
considered. Nominations have been 
made; the elections are held. 

Is thei-e, in the face of these obser- 
vations, a betcer way of holding class 
elections? 

. There is! Direct application of the 
following four reform measures will 
provide a better way. 

1. Several days before the nominat- 
ing meetings of the classes, an extens- 
ive series of announcements stating the 
time and place of the meetings should 
be made. 

2. A period of two weeks should pass 
after the official opening of the school , 
term before the nominating meetings ' 
are held, so that new students will have 
sufficient time to make themselves 
known. 

3. Class members should vote down

The student who agrees that these 
reforms are needed and wishes to see 
them carried out has the obligation to 
himself to express his opinions to his 
class officers— have a class meeting call- 
ed if necessary, and ask the class to 
vote the.'^e reforms into class rules of 
procpfUire— and make sure that a re- 
form program will be followed next 
term; that everyone will know when 
and where the nominating meeting will 
be held, that the meeting will not be 
held during the first two weeks of the 
term, that "high-pressuring" of nomi- 
nating into office will be eliminated, 
and that a special election day be pro- 
claimed for one week after the nomi- 
nating meeting. With these reforms 
in operation all Susquehannans will 
have representation in class elections!

Ongkar Narayan, from Georgetown, 
British Guiana, was the guest speak- 
er at Zion Lutheran Church in Sun- 
bury, Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Narayan's speech centered 
around his country, his people, and his 
experiences upon entering the United 
gtates. He gave a description of his 
country, mentioning customs, schools, 
races of people, and types of food and 
recreation, 

I A'l!. r'arayan expressed his love for 
I Susquehanna and the great apprecla- 
, tion he feels for the opportunity to 
ibe here. College life, he thinks, Is 
I fine, especially the "bull sessions." 

Coming to this country on Novem- 
ber 16, 1944, Mr. Narayan found it dif- 
ficult to find Susquehanna University. 
: receiving a flat statement, "There is 
, no such place in the United States." 
We are sure that if he is told this 
ngain at any time, he will give a look 
of astonishment. 

The people of British Guiana are 
not 'bntirely different from the people 
in this country. They both love and 
hate. Mr. Narayan proved the simi- 
larity by telling of an experience he 
had at a Frank Sinatra movie In his 
country, where all the girls swooned 
while Sinatra warbled. Upon coming 
to this country, he found the Amerl- 
ican girls doing the same thing.

Do we remem- 
ber to offer thankful prayers for our 
free land, our good schools, our com- 
fortable homes, warm clothes, and 
good fcod? Are we especially grateful 
during this Thanksgiving season that 
the second great world war is over, that 
families have been leunited, and that 
democracy has once again triumphed 
over dictatorships? Are we living in 
such a way that we may make this 
whole world into one big Christian 
brotherhood— wnich would end all con- 
flict and strife? 

There is one thing we can do to 
help form this brotherhood of all men 
—we can GIVE to the less fortunate 
people in our own country and in for- 
eign lands. The future of the world 
lies with the students of today, who 
will be the leaders of tomorrow Our 
only hope for a better world rests with 
the Christian, democratic-minded 
young people. 

As students, we are especially inter- 
ested in other students. The greatest 
needs for this group of people are in 
Hungary, Poland, Austria, Greece, and 
China.

A ROAD TO PEACE ?

On,e hundred and seventy ypars ago, 
the great American patriot, Tom Paine, 
wrote words which are as applicable 
to our present state of imcertainty and 
distrust amongst the nations as they 
were in the days of the crisis about 
which he wrote. We can think of no 
better advice to our representatives lu 
the U-N.O. today than can be found 
in the words of warning addressed by 
Tom Paine to his fellow citizens so 
many years ago. "Would you rather 
have peace in our time and death and 
destruction for our children, or would 
you rather face the issue and settle it 
now?" We believe that by settling the 
issue iiow we can ai tain peace not only 
for our children but also for omselves. 

Two weeks ago, we paused briefly in 
our daily round in special remem- 
brance of our countrymen who died for 
us on foreign battlefields in two hor- 
rible and destructive world wars. They 
died believing that those on their side 
would not fail them, that they would 
meet together with one great purpose 

in view the formation of a peace 

which would ensure that never again 
would a future generation go through 
the horrors of another world conflict. 
We failed them once and we're on the 
road to failing them again. Once more 
we find ourselves in the position of 
lacking any definite, sure-fire policy. 
Once more we're allowing an aggressive 
country to make inroads into the terri- 
, tory of her defenseless neighbours. 
I Again we find the type of Wilsonian 
i ideaUsm, completely devoid of prastical 
reasoning, which has no other solution 
jthan to go about muttering useless 
[slogans. They postulate world govem- 
|ment. Not just "world government," 
mind you but "democratic world gov- 
ernment." Who is the happy apostle 
of international bonhomie, this "sweet- 
ness and light" optimist? Who can 
visualize a government which would 
reconcile Communist Russia, Socialist 
Britain, and Capitahst America (a la 
Republican Party complete free en- 
terprise)? Is there an alternative to 
the inevitable conflict between Ameri- 
can Capitalism and Russian Commun- 
ism? "Could be," we look around, find 
one, and admit that we don't Uke that 
either. 

If "peace in our time" is attainable, 
it will be so only through the con- 
tinual vigilance, determination, and 
might of the democratic countries.

of Schools of the Sunbury School Dis- 
trict. Dr. Kuntzelman was associated 
with the American Military Govern- 
ment during World War II, serving 
overseas for about three years. 

The speaker's subject was "Allied 
Military Government in Germany." Dr. 



Kuntzelman first made a protest 
against the propaganda and false re- 
ports coming out of occupied Ger- 
many, in his discussion of the Ger- 
man Education System, the speaker 
stated that during Hitler's domination 
I the prime objective of education waL 
the preparation of youth for service 
.to the St4^te, with chici emphasis cr. 
the health program. 'Hie aormall^. 
had no place in their curriciiUnn i!or 
our all-important cour-'^.e.", in Political 
Science because there v/as no need lor 
an enlightened public — there was only 
one party and it would not permit di."^- 
?.grcoment cr critical study. The 
speaker stated the German youth was 
best informed about United States 
among three hncG—Chicagc gangsters, 
cowboys and our numerous strikes. He 
said we have no hope of changing Ger 
many's educational pattern toward 
more democratic lines unless we, as a 
Democracy, can bhow them pronounced 
benefits and can .set an example worthy 
of following. 

Dr. Kuntzelman presented several 
major problems and difficulties now 
facing the AUied Occupation Forces: 

(1) The lack oi unified policies 
among the four major powers, 

(2) The lack of good, trained Ger- 
man personnel to fill the key govern- 
mental positions. 

In this latter problem, the speaker 



'stated that in keeping with the cur- 
rent Denazification Program, all the 
trained government personnel have 
been deposed, due mainly to their affil- 
iation with the Nazi Party. This group, 
numbering some five million, could 
serv. as tl,e nucleus of a strong oppo- 
sition force, and can be looked to as a 
future source of trouble.

Dr. G. Morris Smith announced that 
Amos Alonzo Stagg, Sr., has accepted 
the post of advisory coach at Susque- 
hanna University. He will assist his 
son, Amos A. Stagg, Jr., who is head 
coach and professor of physical edu- 
cation. His coming to Susquehanna 
will give the University the distinction 
of having the only father-and-son 
coaching combination in America. 

Mr. Stagg w^as invited to come to 
Susquehanna following the meeting of 
the executive committee of the Board 
t:f Directors on Friday, December 6th, 
and he wired his acceptance on aStur- 
day. 

Coach Stagg, Sr., is a graduate of 
Yale University, where he played 
championship baseball. For his foot- 
ball playing at Yale, the late Walter 
Camp selected him as an end on the 
first All American Football Team. 

After his graduation from Yale Uni- 
versity, Ml-. Stagg entered Yale Divin- 
ity School, but later decided to devote 
his life to character building through 
physical education. He attended the 
Springfield YMCA College for fm-ther 
training in the physical education field. 

Mr. Stagg began his football coach- 
ing career in the latter half of the 
19th century. In 1892 he went to the 
University of Chicago, at 'the request 
of President Harper, as the first full- 
time professor of physical education. 
While there, he had a great part in 



organizing the Western Inter-Collegi- 
ate Conference, and during his tenure 
at Chicago, his teams won seven cham- 
pionsliips in this Conference. The 
University of Chicago's football field is 
named in his honor. 

In 1933, he went to California, where 
he was appointed head coach at the j 
College of the Pacific. His teams won ! 
Ave Far Western Conference cham- i 
pionships. 

In 1943 Mr. Stagg was elected by i 
coaches and sports writers of the na- I 
tion as the •Coach of the Year." In j 
I that year, his team was defeated only i 
by University of Southern California. 
Coacli Stagg, Knute Rockne, and 
'"Pop" Warner are considered three of 
the greatest coaches in football his- 
tory. 

He has devised many formations 
which have served as patterns for 
numerous colleges and universities 
throughout the country. 

Mr. Stagg holds both a master's and 
a doctor's degree, the latter being an 
I honorary one received from Wooster 
College in Ohio. 

In addition to his coaching duties, 
Mr. Stagg has served on more than a 
dozen American Olympic committees, 
and has done much to advance the 
Boy Scout movement in America. 

Amos A. Stagg, Jr., has been asso- 
ciated with Susquehanna University 
since 1935.

'Only the dead have rights; the liv- 
ing have only responsibilities," said 
Hector BoUtho as he concluded his 
lecture on "Excitement in Biography," 
last Tuesday evening.

Mr. Bolitho said that it is the duty 
of a wi'iter to prove his theories. Bi- 
! ogiaphy must be based upon facts, 
j not imagination, as are the "historical" 
; novels of today. Moreover, the biogra- 
pher must avoid t>eing prejudiced. "Bi- 
ography presents actual Jfistances and 
lets the reader make up his own mind 
about the character of the person," 
said Mr. Bolitho. 

One of Mr. Bolitho's most exciting 
moments in biography occurred dur- 
ing the war. One day during the blitz, 
a friend asked him if he knew of any 
of Queen Victoria's remarks that would 
cheer the people and spur them on. I 
Fortunately, Mr. Bolitho did, and as a \ 
result, he had the great thrill of see- i 
ing placards bearing the statement 
that he had discovered posted through- 
out England. Each card bore the words 
"Please understand— there is no fear 
here. We are not interested in the 
possibility of defeat because there is 
none." \

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Marion Schnure Schoch 
Dies of Heart Attack 



Mr. Marion Schnure Schoch died 
suddenly at his home at about nine 
o'clock Friday morning, December 13th. 
He was sixty years of age. 

He was born in Selinsgrove, Septem- 
ber 8, 1886. He was graduated from 
Susquehanna University in 1906. While 
at Susquehanna, he was a member of 
Bond and Key Fraternity. After his 
graduation from S. U., he worked on 
the news staff of the Philadelphia 
"North American." In 1910 he pur- 
chased "The Selinsgrove Times." He 
gradually enlarged the business until 
in 1927, he erected the present building 
on Market street. In 1944, he pur- 
chased the "Snyder County Tribune," 
and combined it with The Times to 
form the "Selinsgrove Times-Tribune." 

Mr. Schoch was appointed Post- 
master of Selinsgrove in 1912. In 
1935, he again received that ofBce, when 
Roosevelt was made President. He 
retained this office until 1944, when his 
other duties made it impossible for 
him to continue in this position. He 
was president of the First National 
Bank of Selins Grove. He was also 
president of the Selinsgrove Building 
and Loan Association. He was a coun- 
cil member of the First Evangelical 
Lutheran Church. 

He received an honorary degree of 
master of arts from Susquehanna Uni- 
vmersity in recognition of his Journal- 
istic work. He was the alumni repre- 
sentative on the Board of Trustees of 
Susquehanna. His advice was of In- 
valuable service in connection with 
the editing and printing of the "Sus- 
quehanna." He has performed many 
services for the general welfare of the 
students, such as taking time out from 
hfs many activities to take the Sus- 
quehanna Debate Team to West Point 
and to act as their coach. 

He is survived by one sister. Miss 
Agnes Selin Schoch, with whom he 
has resided in the past seven years. 
Funeral services were held Monday 
afternoon at three o'clock. The Rev, 
Samuel R. Frost, pastor of First Luth- 
eran Church, oflQciated.

Job-Getting Methods 
Cited by Dr. Erdley 



Dr. c. V. Erdley, Superintendent of 
the Lewistown Schools and prominent 
man in educational circles, spoke to 
the Business Society at the meeting 
on December 10. He stressed the im- 
portance of the technique of making 
an application and of having an inter- 
view for a position. 

"Selling and making an application 
for a position are closely related. 
There is never selling unless there is 
buying." Several primary things must 
be considered in making an applica- 
tion. You want to find a vacancy 
through the press, transactions, com- 
mercial agencies or your own place- 
ment bureau. Prior to making an ap- 
plication you should organize a cam- 
paign through references or letters. 
Your quaUflcations and abilities should 
be studied carefully. (Self-analysis is 
all important.) 

Letters of application should be writ- 
ten preferably in longhand, on good 
stationery. They should include tech- 
nical qualifications, professional ex- 
perience record, a recent photograph, 
and names of references. Suggest an 
interview upon invitation and at youi 
own expense. An application should 
, include a self -addressed, stamped en- 
ivelope for reply. 

j In having an interview, Dr. Erdley 
[stressed three Important A's— nappear- 
ance. attire, and approach. Stress youi 
willingness to work and do not merely 
give the impression of seeking employ- 
ment. Mention the employers' name 
once in a while during the Interview 
to create a closer relationship. A day 
or two after the interview, send a 
thank you letter thanking the employ- 
er for his consideration of you. 

Your personality traits and habits 
are definitely noticed. Men should al- 
ways be clean shaven and women 
should not choose the most "alarm- 
ing" shade of nail polish. College 
transcripts are being used more fre- 
quently for the employer can see how 
consistent you are in your marks, note 
your best subjects, and see ttie ac- 
tivities In which you participated. 



Operations Crossroads 
Seen at Biemic Meeting 

At the monthly meeting of the Bi- 
emic Society, held Monday evening, 
December 9, the motion picture entitled 
"Operation Crossroads" was presented. 
This technicolor film contained a pho- 
tographic record of the Able and Baker 
tests made with the Atomic bomb. 
Most spectacular were the scenes of 
the actual explosion and the rising 
I column of smoke. 

The Able test, made off the shore 
jof Bikini in the Aleutians, July 11, 1946, 
I utilized ninety ships, with the U.S.S. 
'Nevada as the center of the target 
area. The B-29 "Dave's Dream" flew 
the bomb to the target. In addition to 
the bomber, many planes eqeulpped 
with photographic and scientific In- 
struments were sent out to record re- 
sults. 

With the Baker test, in which the 
bomb exploded under water, similar 
proceedings were followed. 

The main purpose of the tests was 
to gather scientific information that 
win aid In military of tha future. 
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Male repercussions to the article ap- 
pearing in last week's Susquehanna 
which deplored the unsociability of 
Susquehanna men, and led to the as- 
sertion, "Campus men don't date 
enough!" were so numerous and start- 
ling that we thought it might be of 
interest to the girls to learn of the 
mascuhne reaction to the accusation.

The 
Junior Varsity team also dropped their 
first game of the season to the Red 
Devil understudies to the tune of 39 
to 33. 

The Red Devils started quickly on 
their way to their first victory of their 
hardwood season as Frankie Noonan 
and Bill Hopper notched four baskets 
before Eve Zlock could notch a field 
goal.

The Student Christian Association 
Movement held its first National As- 
sembly since 1941 at the University of 
Illinois, from 27 December 1946 to 3 
January 1947. Among the 1200 voting 
delegates attending the assembly, three 
were from Susquehaima University: 
Betty Smith, David Bomboy, and How- 
ard S. Hugus. 

The National Assembly meets every 
four years to decide the policy of the 
organization for the ensuing years. 
During the interim years, there is a 
council set up to elaborate on the 
policy. 

This organization is inter-denomina- 
tional, and any Christian Association 
on any campus whose purpose is in 
general the same may join. 

The conference was well attended by 
foreign students who are studying irT 
this country at the present time. This 
was helpful for they could give the 
views of their own C. A.'s on policies 
pertaining to World Relatedness. 

Tlie policies to be decided were di- 
vided into four categories: Christian 
Faith and Heritage, Growth of Per- 
sons, Social Responsibility, and World 
Relatedness. These were again sub- 
divided into twenty-three units which 
were discussed by small hearing groups. 
These discussed policies took in al- 
most everything from an Affirmation 
of Christians, to World Order and 
World Community. 

Dr. Howard Thurman of San Fran- 
cisco led us in our morning worship 
and meditation services. Mr. Charles 



Bolte spoke to us on the subject "The 
Veteran Looks at Peace." Dr. Albert 
Outler of the Yale Divinity School 
spoke to us each day on our "Plat- 
form." Miss Dorothy McConnell pre- 
sented to us "The International Scene," 
as she has found it from a Washing- 
ton reporter's viewpoint. 

A panel discussion was held on the 
topic, •Student and One World." There 
were eight students participating, one 
student representing the United States 
and the other seven student represent- 
ing their home countries: China, 
Prance, Holland, Italy. India, Denmark, 
and Latin America. 

The time from 9 to 11 each evening 
was devoted to recreational activities. 
Naturally, on the first evening, they 
held a Gret-Acqquainted Mixer. With 
over 1300 people attending it, it was a 
success. For the rest of the evenings, 
after our work was over, the group 
was divided into eight groups, each 
one holding their own acitivties in the 
different Foundation Homes on the 
campus. Some of the activities in- 
cluded: regional firesides, Polk Parties, 
Foreign Countries, and the "SCAMP." 

There has been one general theme

This situation has long been rea- 
lized in many schools, often with the 
blame being placed upon the high 
school system. As colleges and uni- 
versities are now realizing, however, 
the secondary schools were not alone 
at fault because they didn't train pup- 
ils in spech. but that the colleges were 
also at fault because they had not 
made courses in speaking a part of the 
prospective teachers' college training. 

Susquehanna University is to be 
commended for its recognition of the 
need for speech training for teaching 
students and for its positive step to- 
ward satisfying that need.

Getting Your 
Money's Worth 

It is a failing of human nature that 
we are never so happy as when we are 
looking about for something to criti- 
cize. This is particularly true of col- 
lege, where everyone is full of ideas as 
to what he would do if he were "prexy." 
In our fancies we fire those profs we 
don't like, we change courses, we in- 
troduce new blubs, and we re-vitalize 
the sports program. In short we mold 
the college to suit what we think are 
our own educational needs. 

There is a saying to the effect that 
education is the only commodity in 
which the consumer is satisfied to ac- 
cept the least possible amount for his 
money. Be that as it may, we should 
like to offer for your consideration the 
ten qualifications of a good education 
as visualized by Kenneth Irving Brown 
in the December, 1937, issue of the 
"Joui-nal of Higher Education." Our 
own unbiased opinion is that Susque- 
hfinna University attains a remarkably 
high percentage rating according to 
these qualifications as manifested, for 
example, by the present graduating 
class. Perhaps, as a matter of interest 
you would like to compute your own 
percentage rating in respect to these 
points 

"1. A reasonable facility and correct- 
ness in the use of one's mother tongue. 

2. Decent ability to speak in public. 

3. A familiarity with the major social, 
economic, literary, and philosophical 
problems of one's day. 4. A broad ac- 
quaintance with the findings of science 
in its larger fields and some first-hand 
c^cquaintance w^ith the scientific meth- 
od. 5. A mastery of a chosen field of 
knowledge wherein one shall dig deep 
and well. 6. An enthusiasm for books. 
a knowledge of where they are to be 
found, experience in using them and 
assistance in enjoying them. 7. A 
thoughtful determination of one's vo- 
cation, after a sound and impersonal 
appraisal of one's capacities. 8. A be- 
ginning of a philosophy of Ufe which 
shall tend to afford a single-directional 
vitality to living. 9. An acquaintance 
with certain daily routines. 10. An in- 
troduction to certain areas of activity 
and appreciation which may serve as 
happy occupations for the leisure per- 
iods of life."

Constitutional Amendment— Pro and Con 

the Secretary of State, the amendment 

will be written into our Constitution 
as the 22nd Amendment. 

Similar proposals were advanced 
many times during the history of the 
United States, both by Congress or by 
other government departments. 

In 1913, for example, the Senate 
adopted a resolution proposing that the 
President be limited to one six-year 
term in ofiace. 

Both Jefferson and Jackson spoke 
strongly in favor of limiting the presi- 
dential tenure of office. Jefferson fav- 
ored limiting the presidential tenure 
to two four-year terms. Jackson fav- 
ored one four- or six-year term. 

The problem of presidential tenui'e 
was important and seriously consider- 
ed by the Constitutional Convention in 
1787. It decided against a proposal for 
a single seven-year term in favor of a 
four-year term with the possibility of 
indefinite reelection. 

Now an aroused Congress and na- 
tion seem favorably disposed to set 
limits by Constitutional amendment 
to the presidential term — limits some- 
what similar to the limits rejected by 
the Constitutional fathers.

of his father. He was majoring In 
Commercial Education and was a 
member of the Business Society. As 
\n active member of Phi Mu Delta 
Piaternity, he held the position of Mu 
Alpha news representative for the 
fraternity publication, "Triangle." 

He enrolled at Susquehanna Univer- 
sity in the fall of 1937. following his 
graduation from Altoona High School. 
He wa.s unable to complete his fresh- 
man year due to the illness of his 
father at that time. In 1939, he joined 
the armed forces and served as a cap- 
tain with the U. S. Army overseas, re- 
entering s. U. upon his discharge last 
fall. 



Last week the Hoase of Representa- 
tives passed a resolution proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution limit- 
ing the Presidential tenure of office to 
two four-year terms. 

The vote was 285 to 121, with 47 
Democrats voting with 238 Republicans 
to provide more than the necessary 
two-thirds majority. 

At the same time a Senate Judiciary 
^ub-committee was considering an 
Identical resolution. 

Anali'^ts claim the proposed amend- 
ment will, if passed, produce the fol- 
'owing favorable results: 

1. It will prevent any President from 
becoming a dictator as the result of 
power built upon many successive terms 
in office. 

2. It will free the President of the 
necessity of playing narrow partisan 
politics, especially in his second term, 
in order to succeed himself, and it will 
enable him to pursue his program with 
ccniparative disregard for the close 
partisan politics involved. 

3. It will force the party in power 
to develop strong leadership in persons 
other than the President, so that the 
nominating convention will have able 
candidates to choose from. 

Pohtical forces against the proposed 
rmendment argue that at some future 
time, comparable to the 1944 election, 
the people may be without capable 
leadenhip, other than the President, 
to choose from; that therefore the pro- 
posed amendmeni^if passed and rati- 
fied—will force the people to choose 
someone whom they do not want. 
Point three previously stressed is the 
proponents* answer. 

If this proposed amendment passes 
by a two-thirds majority in the Sen- 
ate, it will then be presented to the 
legislatures of the forty-eight states. 
If and when thi'ee-fourths of the 
states have sent in their ratification to

Susquehanna's Fast-Break- 
ing Five Defeats York J. C, 
Scranton J. C, and 
Elizabethtown 



The Susquehanna Crusaders, starting 
the second half of their schedule, 
trounced the hard-fighting York Jun- 
ior College five 57 to 49, the Scranton 
Keystone College team 76 to 47, and 
last Saturday night the Elizabethtown- 
ers, on their own court, 60 to 46. For 
the Crusaders the E-Town game was 
their eighth straight win.

Dr. George F. Dunkslterger gave a 
talk on "National and International 
Understanding" at Phi Mu Delta last 
Monday evening at 7 o'clock. This was 
the first of the series of Phi Mu For- 
ums to be conducted during the second 
Eemester. 

The trouble with the world today is 
that. w 3 don't live a life of peace, he 
said. How can we possibly hope to have 
peace in the world when we don't have 
peace within ourselves? The way to a 
peaceful world is not primarily through 
the United Nations Organi2ation. The 
way is thi'ough the understanding and 
ready cooperation of individuals. He 
continued by stating that experiences 
are our median of thought. We don't see 
eye to eye with the Russians because 
we have an entirely diferent range of 
experiences. 

Our ideas of good-fellowship, or and 
ideas for that matter, are only as good 
as we make them. We make them good 
by living the ideal Christian life and 
by not doing the things we are so will- 
ing to criticize in others. Then and only 
then, will an organization such as the 
U. N. O. succeed. Dr. Dunkelberger con- 
c'uded by stating that we put too much 
stress today on the things which we 
think will make us popular rather than 
on the things we know we ^lould do. 
In .^hort. to make for better national 
and international understanding, we, 
as individuals, should keep up with our 
ethics as well as our ;%lences. 



DRS, BUTTRICK, EMPIE 
ADDRESS STUDENT BODY 
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Mr. Meader Begins 
Student Art Course 



Dr. Paul Empie, who is the head of 
Lutheran World Action, spoke to faculty 
and students in Chapel on Wednesday 
morning. Dr. Empie has just returned 
from Europe, having travelled through 
many of the Baltic countries, such as 
Poland, Germany, Prussia, and Slov- 
akia, and was able to see the lack of 
reconstruction, and the people who are 
living on the "edge of existence, itself." 
"Saying there is no need is proclaiming 
someone's death warrant," said Dr. 
Empie. He also stated that the closer 
one gets to Russia, the worse are con- 
ditions, because everything was de- 
stroyed with the scorched-eai-th {wlicy 
of the Russians. 

In Poland, the people are so dis- 
heartened with the lack of clear-cut 
rehabilitation and ineffective treati^. 
that they say another war is the only 
hope, so that America can use its 
atomic bomb before anyone else gets it. 

Spiritually, there is the problem of 
leadership aind tools. In Czechslovakia. 
over hal the ministers were either killed 
or put to a living death in concentra- 
tion camps. Russia denounced about 
6.000 of the "cream of intelligentsia and 
took them back to Russia," said Dr. 
Empie, and yet these people are the 
cream of the democratic Headers, and 
didn't evein get a trial. 

The Gei-mans said that the Jews 
could not live in Germany. Now, we 
are as bad as the Nazis, by saying that 
Germans are not fit to live outside 
Gennany. and we are uprooting some 
14,000.000 third-and-fourth generation 
Germans from the Baltic States, and 



; sending them back to Germany, there- 
I by lasing our first round in the fight 
against "denazification." according to 
Dr. Empie. 
I The few leaders who have survived 
are the stror^est Christians, as the 
weak could not take the cruelty of the 
enemy. Those who are left are "the 
finest and greatest souls." If we give 
them tiie tools ^slth which to work: 
places to meet, food, literature and 
Bibles, fuel to keep them warm— these 
leaders can do the Job. One great leader 
has said that he believes God has pre- 
served him, because God needs this man 
for His work. This particular leader 
was subjected to extreme cruelty, and 
yet he has no hate in his heart. Hate 
Is one big vicious circle. God will punish 
tlie sinners. We WILiL love, build, re- 
construct. 

Dr. George Buttrick. pastor of the 
MadLson Avenue Presbyterian Church 
in New York City, was the speaker in 
Chapel Friday morning, February 14th. 
a*. Butterick used as his theme, 
"Were You There When They Crusified 
My Lord." taken from the negro spirit- 
ual, as sung by a double quartet of 
Conservatory students.' 

Dr. Buttrick posed the question as to 
whether or not we don't, also, help to 
crucify Christ, through our worship- 
ing Him only in secret, and our corn- 
forming to the satol conventions of 
the day In our overt actions. He spc^e 
of Joseph of Arlmathea, who secretly 
was a believer in Christ, but oj^nly was 
a member of the Sanhedrin which con-

For the first time in several years, a 
survey course in art appreciation, open 
to the entire college, is being offered. 
At the suggestion of Mr. Robert F. W.

Pi-ofessor Fi-ederick C. Stevens, head 
of the Sociology department on our 
campus, dellvei-ed a Family lecture last 
Friday evmlng on the topic: "Do We 
Have the Right Kind of Marriage?" 

In his address. Professor Stevens em- 
phasized the fact that marriage, as an 
Institution in our social system, reflects 
thLs society of which we are a part. He 
quoted Dr. Holmes of th^ Ammcan 
Tfnvnineetlng of the Air, who said re- 
cently, "You can not have a secure 
marriage In an insecure society." 

Facing the fact that there were five 
hundred thousand divorces hi 1945 and 
that today one marriage in every three 
is headed for the rocks. Professor Ste- 
vens challengingly asked weather ours 
is the right kind of marriage. He as- 
serted that the greatest evil at work 
In our present American scene is the 
romantic illusion or "romantic fallacy" 
acquired through cheap pulp magazines 
and Hollywood's glorification of sex. 
"Real love and understanding are the 
only foundation upon which enduring 
Ameiican homes can be bult. Few 
Clu-stan marriages that begin and con- 
tinue in the church end in disaster." 
The conclusion was drawn that a sen- 
sible education in this field is needed 
for our youth. 

Ptotessor Stevens concluded with this 
statement: "We don't need a nzw kind 
of marriage, but ratlier we need a new 
kind of people who marry."

Two of Susquehanna's professors, Dr. 
Arthur Herman Wilson and Dr. John 
Jacob Houtz. are aiding in a State- 
wide attempt to amend the situation 
produced by an overflow of college stu- 
dents. As a result of returning vet- 
erans' filling the enrollments of the 
numerous colleges and junior colleges 
in Pennsylvania, the State has devised 
the War College Training Program. 
The program is under the supervision 
of the Pennsylvania State College, 
which has established seven schools in 
the state. Classes being held in this 
vicinity are convening In the high 
schools of Sayre, Shamokm, Lewlstown, 
and WilUamsport. In addition to these 
schools, classes are being held at 
Pennsylvania State College. 

Most of the students are veterans 
taking advantage of the opportunHy 
offered by the G. I. Bill of Rights, but 
there are some non-veterans attend ng 
classes.

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Colonel Nagle Dies 
At the Age of 85

Many Susquehannans of today and 
yesterday knew Colonel William E. 
Nagle, white-haired octogenarian who 
died unexpectedly last Friday at his 
home at 406 West Walnut street. The 
colonel was stricken after the exertion 
of shoveling snow the preceding morn- 
ing. His death was attributed to a 
cerebral hemorrhage. 

Col. Nagle was born in Pottsville, 
June 30. 1861. He got his first job 
under George Westinghouse at the Air 
B:ake Company in Pittsburgh, and 
worked his way up in the traditional 
American fashion until he was in 
charge of the Westinghouse experi- 
mental works. In 1915 he built the 
tool plant at Pittsburgh. The follow- 
ing year he moved to Selinsgrove where 
he was employed making tools for ship- 
yards, tank builders, raih*oads, and 
later, materials for the First World 
War. In 1940, approaching his eight- 
ieth year, when most men have re- 
tired from all outside activity, he was 
given an instructors' certificate by the 
Department of Public Instruction, en- 
abling him to teach students in the 
machini£t trade. i

"Fausnacht" or Shrove Tuesday, as 
many people know it, is an old Ger- 
man custom brought to America by our 
German ance-^tors. The c\:^om origin- 
ated on the continent as a feast the 
dav before Lenten season, and the 
fasting would begin. 

The German women prepared dough- 
nuts early on Fausnacht day, and in 
the evening families would gather in 
each others homes and have a celebra- 
tion of coffee and the fausnacht cakes, 
as the doughnuts were called. The 
women, would exchange their dough- 
nuts as we do Christmas cookies. It 
was essential that the doughnuts be 
made from yeast to serve the purpose. 

Occasionally the doughnuts would be 
made in different shapes such as 
square, broid, etc., to add a festive air 
before the weeks of penance which 
would follow until the Easter season. 

Fausnacht is German for fast night 
and innplies the night before fast^the 
fast of the Lenten season.

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MR. MEADER URGES ADOPTION OF 
STUDENT FIRE PREVENTION PLAN 

Mr. Robert P. W. Meader, in a re- 
cent interview, strongly urged the

and fire control plan at Susquehanna 
University. 

Fundamental in his plan for fire con- 
trol is the organization of a student 
fire department. Since there are a 
large number of veterans on the cam- 
pus who have had training in fire 
fighting in the armed services, they 
could form the nucleus of an eflBcient 
control group. 

Their purpose, Mr. Meader explain- 
ed, would be to check the progress of 
a fire until the arrival of the local fire 
department, at which time they would 
aid it in fighting the blaze. By so 
doing, the manpower of the local de- 
partment would be increased consid- 
erably. 

Under his plan of organization Mr. 
Miles Rcwe, SeUnsgrove flre chief, 
be appointed fire marshal of the uni- 
■ersity to work in conjunction with a 
student captain and his lieutenants. 
The captain would be in charge of the 
mtire university and the lieutenants 
would have authority in the several 
buildings. Mr. Meader suggested that 



the captain be an upper classman while 
the lieutenants be underclassmen so 
that experienced men would always 
be available upon the graduation of 
the captain. The members of the stu- 
dent file department would wear 
)3dges to distinguish them as trained 
fire- fighting personnel. 

Included in Mr. Meader's plan are 
periodic fire drills by the student body. 
Through the use of these drills the 
students could be oriented in evacuat- 
ng a building that any disaster caused 
by mob hysteria would be avoided. 

Existing equipment should be kept 
in a constant state of good repair. Fire 
exits and alarms should be checked 
periodically so as to assure proper 
functioning. To facilitate the disposal 
of cigarete butts sand-filled buckets 
should be placed at frequent Intervals 
throughout all buildings. 

Mr. Meader feels that by having the 
active cooperation of the student body, 
faculty, and administration Susque- 
hanna could maintain a fire-fighting 
organization that would be capable of 
meeting such emergencies as may 
arise.

"Sounds like a good idea to me. I've 
oiten w:ndered why some of our more 
enterprising musicians haven't organ- 
ized a college orchestra." Such seems 
to be the sentiment of the majority of 
students interviewed by reporters of 
the "Susquehanna" in a student opin- 
ion poll on the question of college 
dances and the possibility of forming 
a college orchestra to furnish music 
for these events. 

Only a small percentage of the large 
number of students interviewed thought 
that a college orchestra should be 
spjiiEored by the Conservatory of 
Music. Surprisingly enough, several of 
those who favored sponsorship by the 
"Cau" were students of that organ- 
ization. In an interview with two 
such students —a junior girl and a 
freshman boy — we found a wide di- 
vergence of opinion. The junior had 
this to say: "Definitely I don't think 
che Conservatory should lower Itself 
to the level of supporting what Dr. Ahl 
rigiitly calls 'jungle music'." The frosh, 
who wields u mean instrument himself, 
bristled visibly. "Sure, but that 'jungle 
music* is a part of American culture 
and civilization. We study folk music, 
don't we? Well, swing is a part of the 
American .scene, and if it's good enough 
lor the American people, it's good 
enough for Susquehanna." At this 
point the discussion was joined by a 



number of bystanders, and it became 
so heated that we decided to leave be- 
f;re the discussion became too in- 
volved. 

One gu'l, who is engaged to a cer- 
tain pre-theolog, said that she did not 
favor a college orchestra because the 
student musicians would surely shirk 
their school work in favor of their or- . 
chestral duties. j 

The most professional opinion offer- ' 
ed was that of a musician who would 
figure prominently in the formation of 
a college orchestra. He stated that the 
necessity of joining a union would be 
encountered and that he doubted if a 
college orchestra could afford the ex- 
penses. He added that we must re- 
member that several students are al- 
ready playing with orchestras and can 
il-afford the time to practice or to 
play with a college organization.

Sometime this week you will be ask- 
ed to fill out a questionnaire giving 
your criticism and suggestions for the 
improvement of the Student Christian 
Association on campus.

S. U. over her arch-rivals. If the visit- 
ors had concentrated more on playing 
basketball instead of resorting' to "foot- 
ball tactics." the final .score may have 
been closer. . 

With Dick Westervelt setting the 
pace, Susquehanna rushed to an early 
lead. Before Juniata realized what had 
happened, Westervelt slipped through 
to register five points. Juniata called 
time to regain their composure. For 
the remaining minutes of the quarter 
both teams eased their attack, show- 
ing respect for theii* rivals potential 
power. An injury to the stalwart 
Frank Zeidler marred the quarter as 
he was forced to leave the game with 
a severe knee injury. 

Susquehanna pressed the attack in 
the second quarter as she promptly be- 
gan to widen the margin between the 
tw^o teams, Westervelt was again the 
scoring punch as he laid up two beauti- 
ful one-handed shots, to set the Cru- 
saders in high gear.

retrieved the ball from the backboard. 
John Reitz was also outstanding for 
his aggressiveness under the basket. 
The two combned to give S. U. com- 
mand of the ball during most of the 
game, thereby accounting for Juniata's 
meager point total. 

The last quarter ran true to form as 
3. U. dominated the play, scoring con- 
sistently and holding Juniata to a 
ninimum. During the remaining min- 
utes of play the local crowd was treat- 
ed to a burlesque of basketball as the 
visitors tried desperately to gain pos- 
session of the ball, often using brawn 
to gain their end.

Mr. Henry J. Mowles, of Selinsgrove, 
Chief United States Parole and Pro- 
bation Officer for the Middle District 
of Pennsylvania, spoke before a gath- 
ering of faculty and students at Phi 
Mu Delta last evening. 

The Middle District of Pennsylvania 
consists of twenty-three counties, Lew- 
isburg is the hub of this section. Con- 
cerning matters of parole Mr, Mowles 
is responsible only to the Attorney 
General of the U. S. and the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court. After 
the defendant is convicted or pleads 
guilty Mr. Mowles is called upon to 
make an investigation. In the event 
the defendant has a previous record he 
has a number of sources of informa- 
tion. In the case of an arrest, he is 
on his own. In either case a thorough 
check is made concerning the defen- 
dant's family history, the neighborhood 
from which he hails, his education, in- 
come, religion, etc. 

Following the investigation a report 
is made to the court concerned with a 
suggested sentence. In some cases 
probation is reconunended depending 
upon the nature of the case. 

Mr. Mowles discussed several of his 
cases at length, along with the recom- 
mendations he made to the court. 

"Call us what you want but we are 
social workers," Mr. Mowles said.

Pittsburgh, Pa., March 1 — Students 
from all leading Pennsylvania colleges 
and universities are studying parlia- 
mentary procedure, drafting bills, and 
discussing State legislation in prepar- 
ation for the 10th Annual Meeting of 
the Intercollegiate Conference on Gov- 
ernment. 

This year's meeting, slated for Har- 
risburg, April 18-20, wil take the form 
of a model State Legislature. Eleven 
legislative committees will be set up to 
give preliminary consideration to all 
bills introduced.

Interest in cosmic rays was initiated 
several hundred years ago with the 
invention of the electroscope by Wil- 
liam Gilbert, court physician to Queen 
Elizabeth. The discovery that the 
charge of the electroscope leaked off, 
led to many experiments in which the 
instrument was taken far above and 
below the earth to find how it would 
react at different altitudes. It was 
found that the maximum cosmic ray 
intensity existed between 40 degree 
latitude and the poles.

opment, with united student participa- 
tion, a beautiful location nearby could 
quickly be transformed into a haven 
for recreation and relaxation. 

Dr. Zagars recommends the river 
bank of the Isle of Que and one or two 
of the islands between it and the op- 
posite shore. The view across the river 
into the rolling, wooded hills beyond is 
unique. Basing his conclusion on the 
scenery he has seen in his worldwide 
travels, Dr. Zagars said, "Tliere are 
few scenes in the world as beautiful as 
the view across the Susquehanna from 
the bank of the Isle of Que." 

At present, however, the view is 
spoiled by garbage which is sometimes 
dumped by the river and by the weeds 
and thorns grown high through lack of 
care. These small unsightly sights 
could easily be removed by energetic 
group enterprise. 

Benches, fireplaces, shi-ubbery and 



trees could be placed to advantage in 
a short time at very little expense, Dr. 
Zagars declared. If our student body 
were to volunteer to participate in 
beautifying this river location, he add- 
ed, he feels sure that our forward-look- 
ing Borough Council will seriously con- 
sider this plan for borough improve- 
ment. 

Perhaps if we students enthusiastic- 
ally advance this idea toward a com- 
pleted scenic spot, our Board of Trus- 
tees will come to our support and at- 
tempt to secure part of the bank and 
one or two of the islands for us to 
develop and name. 

The United States Forestry Service 
would, upon request, probably supply 
us with trees and shrubs to be trans- 
planted, Dr. Zagars explained. Plant- 
ing these trees and shrubs would take 
little time, he said. Some European 
countries have a custom of using one 
Sunday every spring for planting trees. 
The custom is carried on primarily by 
the college and high school students. 
Usually every student participates by 
planting at least one tree or shrub un- 
der the expert supervision of the For- 
estry Service. We could follow a simi- 
lar procedure, Di*. Zagars pointed out. 

An an appeal to the public, this pro- 
ject would stand out. Both locally and 
! elsewhere the finished scene would be 
j recognized as a symbol of our industry 
I and keen interest in beautifying the 
I local scene. With us, the borough would 
likewise be recognized for its foresight 
and progress in making the borough 
more attractive. 

Many other favorable arguments 



could be advanced, Dr. Zagars pointed- 
ly remarked, but our student body 
realizes them just as well as he does. 

One poifit he would not have us over- 
look is that now is the time to act. 
Trees and shrubs must be planted in 
the spring. 

Eighty-five or more years ago stu- 
dents from our college planted trees 
along the avenues and added thus to 
the beauty of Selinsgrove. We have 



an opportunity to equal their contri- 
bution by acting now.

Allen Flock, senior music student and 
Army veteran, has been appointed to 
the Conservatory faculty as instructor 
in instrumental music and director of 
the Susquehanna band.

The German Dutch art Is something 
not too well understood but very re- 
markable. Because of the German 
people's drab way of clothing them- 
selves, one doesn't expect to find their 
work too colorful. It can be said, 
however, except for the Southerners 
that these people have added more col- 
or to American life than any other 
people. Furniture and utensils used in 
everyday life such as chairs, tables, 
dowry chests, pie plates, and linens all 
have intricate designs decorating them. 
Often pictures were woven Into the 
linen and hung on the walls for "nice." 
Every young girl had her dowry chest 
full of linens £he had woven and em- 
broidered. 

No one can be sure just where the 
Idea of decorating the furniture orig- 
inated because It was never done in 
their ancestral homes. But in such 
places as Hungary, Banat and Batschka 
where some of these peoples immi- 
grated, some of this same art is to be 
found. 

It is a different type of art; one pro- 
duced more from the souls of the 
people, not polished by art schools. It 
i.s a peasant art, often crude, but al- 
ways quaint. 

Also very interesting, and very at- 
tractive, are illuminated manuscripts 



written in colorful fracktur script 
which is used mostly on birth, death 
and marriage certificates. It Is often 
taught In their, schools. 

A good bit of the art Is made up of 
figures and symbols which many have 
tried to Interpret and about which 
many books have been written. The 
"hex" signs are not .superstitious signs j 
as is so often related to us, but were I 
put there for added color. The Dutch 
themselves don't often know the mean- 
ing behind those symbols. Color Is 
what they wanted. j 

It wasn't until he had studied higher 
German literature, that Dr. Russell 
Gilbert became Interested in this art ' 
quite by accident. On his way back 
and forth from Philadelphia, where he 
was doing graduate study, I>r. Gilbert 
! always pa.ssed a road sign that read ; 
Stahl's Pottery. But always he con- :

! onto the narrow dusty road. One day, ' 
as he was reading a book printed and 
I sent to him from Germany, he discov- 
j eied an article about Stahl's Pottery. 
Next time he drove by, he made a 
point to see Mr. Stahl. That was the 
beginning of his fine collection he now 
, has and of his interest in the German 
Dutch Folk Art.

that the war would end in a bloody 
stalemate and that these four condi- 
tions would exist and make the world 
ripe for a "Russian Crusade." The 
failure of his predictions and the fail- 
ure of the first revolution led, in 1921, 
to Lenin's change in policy to that of 
freedom of opportunity through educa- 
tion. Mr. Duranty went on to trace 
the phenomenal advance of the Rus- 
sian people, especially during this cen- 
tury.

Germany, Mr. Duranty said, "They 
(the Russians) want to break down 
Germany and all the friends of Ger- 
many." The defeat of Germany left a 
vacuum in Europe. There were two 
things Russia might do, "try to patch 
things together," or use expansion into 
Europe as a "jumping-off place for 
world dominion." Mr. Duranty be- 
lieved that Russia would accept the 
first alternative mainly because of the 
terrific losses suffered by Russia dur- 
ing the war. "They must have peace 
to repair their wounds. They do want 
peace, and they want to see friendly 
regimes around them." Secondly, they 
would not be over-anxious to attain 
new lands because of the tremendous 
size and under-development of their 
own country. Mi'. Duranty compared! 
the Russian people to children or young | 
soldiers. They were "cocky" and may j 
demand new lands, but they will back j 
down when we show that we are not { 
to be intimidated. Mr. Duranty has 
great hopes for the Moscow Conference. 
He thinks that General Marshall will 
talk .straight to the Russians but that 
he will not try to bully them. He will 
say, in effect, "We are willing to play 
along with you, but we're not going to 
let you get away with murder." 

Mr. Duranty concluded his talk by 
mentioning the dangers of an unjust 
condemnation of Russia. Hitler played 
Fi'ance and England against each oth- 
er. It would be disastrous if the same 
sort of thing happened to U. S.-Rus- 
sian affairs.

plan. Our guide stressed that this is a 
rehabilitation center and is in itself 
an experiment. We learned that every 
prisoner had his own job. He attended 
classes, worked in the kitchen, bakery, 
or the boiler room. The prison is run 
by the prisoners and supervised by the 
guards an^ officials. 

Our visit started at the visiting room 
where the prisoner's friend and family 
come to see him. This room consisted 
of long tables with panels up the 
middle. The visitors sit on one side 
of the table and the prisoners on the 
ether. The prisoners may only shake 
hands. Each prisoner is allowed one 
hour of visiting a week and, that is, 
if he is on good behavior. 

The classrooms are like those you 
would find in a model high school. 
The classes are taught by the prison- 
ers, and each classroom has its own 
supervisor. E^v'ery subject one could 
think of Ls taught. The prison also has 



its gymnasium, recreational rooms, foot- 
ball, and baseball fields. 

The dining hall is five times the size 
3f Horton dining hall and is divided 
by beautiful Gothic archways. The 
.citchen and bakery are immaculate. 
The food is steam cooked, and is serv- 
ed on the cafeteria style. 

A large chapel situated in the middle 
of the prison is used for Jewish, Cath- 
3lic, and Protestant services. The chap- 
lains for each religion reside at the 
prison. 

The living quarters are divided into 
three parts. First, there are the cell 
blocks which are like any room and 
not as the movies lead you to believe 
with iron bars and locks. Secondly, 
there are the dormitories which con- 
tain many beds; and thirdly, there are 
the honor wards in which the "trusties" 
ive. These rooms are not locked like 
the rooms of the cell blocks. 

Tlie prisoners have a commissary in 
which they are allowed to spend only 
ten dollars a month. Some of their 
spending money they earn in the prison | 
for the various work they do. Part of ! 
this, however, must be sent home. | 

The prison has an Industrial build- \ 
ing, hospital, slaughter house, and a ' 
farm surroimding the main building. | 
Some prisoners are allowed to go out- i 
side the walls and work on the reserva- ! 
lion I 

In the center of the main building | 
there is a control room, surrounded by | 
bullet-proof glass, in which a guard 
keeps a record cf where each prisoner 
and guard is every minute of the day. 

As we walked through the halls, the 



prisoners would move to the side and 
would neither speak nor look at us. 
Cigarettes are their money in their life. 
They bet on games with them and 
would cross their best friend for them. 
We were surprised to see so many 
young prisoners. Our guide said that 
most of them were there for desertion 
and evading the draft. 

Finally our trip ended, and we all 
were very impressed that so much was 



being done for the disorganized and 
maladjusted person.
